PANIC-STRICKEN 


AUSTRIANS IN FLIGHT. 


Last night’s Petrograd. communiqué :—

At a meeting of the governing body of the 
Imperial College of Science an Technology, 
South Kensington, yesterday, Lord Crewe re- 
ferred to two memorials received from pro- 
fessors of the college on the teaching of 
science. It was quite evident, said Lord 
Crewe, that some special method had 
to be applied™to the examination of the 
alleged, and, as most people would say, 
proved, nogluct of scisnce in our national 
system of education, if only because it had 
been the subject of public protest by those 
most competent tó judge of the needs of the 
case. It was, therefore, the intention of the 
Government to appoint a special Committee 
to inquire into this question of scientific 
teaching, and there might be other Com- 
mittees. Therefore, it was proposed that the 
Committee be appointed, not as a Depart- 
mental Committee, but ná ape gue a ima 
strongly composed as ible in its .member- 
ship.”

The House of Lords yesterday allowed the 
appeal of the Daimler Company, Limited,

Company is registered as an English company, 
but of its capital oí £25,000, divided into £1 
shares, all the shares but one are held by Ger- 
mans resident in Germany, and all the direc- 
tors are Germans. Mr. Justice Scrutton de- 
cided that, being registered as an English com- 
pany, the respondent company could sue, and 
the Court of Appeal (Lord. Wrenbury, then

FOOD AND. FUEL PRICES. 


Mr. F. Bramley (Furnishing Trade Associa- 
tion), in moving that the Government be re- 

nested to take steps to regulate the prices of 
oodstuffs and fuel in order to prevent the 
exploitation of the working classes by the 
control of merchant shipping, the comman- 
deering of home-grown crops, the control of 
foreign supplies, and fixing of coal prices, con- 
tended that the work of the Navy in clearing 
the seas of enemy trade, and protecting our 
own shores, had been exploited by. ship- 
owhing, mining, and monopolist trading com- 
panies generally to the disadvantage of the 
consumers. The necessities of the nation had, 
he said, been taken advantage of to raise 
freighte and to increase the prices of all food- 
stuffs and coal to an excessive extent, result- 
ing in enormous profits to the owners. He 
denied that the Government had done all that 
was possible for the protection of the people, 
and the prevention of a gross scandal and a 
crime against the.community. 

Mr. J. Cross, J.P. (Amalgamated Weavers), 
in seconding, declared that so one as the 
working classes were docile and unwilling to 
move the Government would not do so. 

Mr. J. Wignall, J.P. (Dock, Wharf, and 
Riverside Workers), moved an .amendment 
providing ‘‘ownership,’’ and not control, of 
shipping. The resolution otherwise would 
not, he said, be strong and effective enough. 
They must go the whole hog. 

Mr. John Stokes (London), who seconded, 
contended that mere control only permitted 
the evil to be perpetuated. 

The amendment was carried (229 to 205) 
by a show of hands; and on a card vote the 
numbers were:—For,.

Yesterday’s Italian communiqué :— 

Between the Adige and the Brenta our 
troops have now reached a main line of resist- 
ance, where the enemy is strongly entrenched 
and supported by numerous tteries and 
machine guns.

In the Upper But we 
repulsed hostile attacks against the positions 
which we captured on the 27th, we 
stormed the summit of the Zellonkofel, taking 
156 prisoners, including 10 officers. - 

In the Upper Fella our infantry advanced 
to Leopol Dskirchen and Mount Grannuda, 
while our artillery bombarded -the railway 
station of Tarvis, and set fire to Saifnitz, In 
the St. Michele and St. Martino (Demi Carso) 
sectors the enemy resorted to gas attacks. Our 
troops, in spite of heing affected by the gas, 
counter-attacked, and succeeded in driving 
back the enemy, inflicting heavy losses, and 
taking 403 prisoners.

SHAKESPEARE AND HIS FELLOWS. 

The Bacon-Shakespeare controversy has 
had at least the merit of adding consider- 
ably to our knewledge of the man of 
Stratford-on-Avon. The Baconians have 
ransacked every possible source of infor- 
mation in the effort to prove their theory ; 
and the Sh rians heve shown. no less 
diligence in their researches. Thus we 
have gradually come to know more of Wil-, 
liam Shakespeare than we know, perhaps, 
of any of his literary contemporaries, with 
the exception of Francis Bacon. «Mr. 
Jústiee Madden’s book, “The Diary of 
Master William Silence,’ is the final word 
on English field-sports in the Elizabethan 


, age, and we rejoice to see so well equipped 


a student of Shakespeare adding to the 
literature of the Tercentenary a volume on 
Shakespeare’s relations with “his 
fellows’ —that is to say, **- 
panions, “associates, comrades,” in jhe 
sense of the word noted in the “ New Eng- 
lish Dictionary ' as “now rare.”

In conclusion, we may say that this 
book gives us a clear and life-like por- 
traiture of the man as he lived— 
the “ gentle Shakespeare ” of Ben Jonson, 
“honest and of an open and free 
nature’ ; 'of demeanour no less civil] than 
he excelent in the qualitie he professes,’ 
according to Henry Chettle-; one than 
whom “a gentler shepherd may no where 
be found,” if we accept his identification 
with the “Action” of Spenser; the keen 
sportsman and lover of horses, mirrored 
in his works; the writer of those last 
plays “which an all-embracing tolerance 
and kindliness inmpires’’; ‘our fellow 
Shakespeare who puts them all down,’’ as 
Kemp is made to say in “ The Return from 
Parnassus.”

GOLFING NOTES. 


The attendance at the contests on the Mid- 
Surrey course on Saturday last is said to have 
been as large as the usual crowd at matches 
of the kind in peace times. This is consoling 
news for those well- disposed people in this 
country who have been promoting matches 


in aid of the various war funds, but have, 


often been accused of using the war charities 
as a means for securing competition play 
which otherwise would not be permitted. The 
absurdity of banning all games because the 
country is at war is daily becoming more ap- 
parent to Englishmen, who, since the intro- 
duction of compulsory service, are: gradually 
resuming the normal ways of living. 

It is estimated that 2,000 — fol- 
lowed the foursomes in which Vardon, Tay- 
lor, Braid, and Herd played, and, as every 
person present had to an admission fee, 
the Wounded Soldiers’ 
fited to a considerable extent. The feature of 
the matches seems to have been the fine 
wooden club play of Vardon, the length and 
straightness of his driving, ‘and the accom- 
plishment when necestary of an uncommonly 
good stroke with the brassie. Discussing this 
question of brassie play, Mr. R. E. Howard 
makes some interesting comments in the 
S portsmadn. 

For the ordinary golfer, he points out, 
nothing is better to watch thaa a perfectly, 
hit shot with the brassie that lands the ball | 
withing holing wcye mi. it gives him a sense 
of his own inc ty and of admiration for 
the possibilities of completeness as nothing 
else on the links can do. Whether it is 
really the most difficult stroke to play or the 
one that gives the greatest satisfaction to the 
executant is another question. Accomplished 
golfers say that from a good le it is no 
harder than a drive. They are even disposed 
to start a counter-argument as to whether it 
is not easier, seeing that the braasie has 
sufficient. loft to help of its own accord to 
lift the ball in the air. 

There is something about the brassie that 
makes one timid when using it except where 
the lie is of the very best kind. The mode- 

rate player, as a rule, is afraid to practise 
with the club in ordinary matches, but if he 
wants to become a really proficent golfer 
he must learn to hit brassie shots. Mr. 
Howard believes that for seeming simplicity 
and unmistakable effectiveness the brassie 
shot par excellence is that of Vardon or Dun- 
can. It flies so high that it drops at a 
trajectory which prevents a Jong gun a 
trouble beyond the green; in point oí 
it seldom ri more than five yards. Now 
this is the shot which anyone wishing to 
reach the front rank of players must learn to 
| play. If he does not, 
| compete with the men who play the shot with 
| tolerable accuracy. 

The shot, it must be admitted, is not an 
easy one. It is necessary to play with an up- 
right. swing, which results in a little cut being 
applied to the ball as it is airi Braid and 
Taylor are apt to make you think that their 
brassie shots will res over the green; 
their swing is less up than that of Var- 
don and Sdiean, with’ the nence that 
the ball flies a little lower, But they stop it 
all right, which is the main consi 
Meanwhile, the aver golfer is concerned 
mostly about lifting the ball into the air 
with bag club; if he can do that, he feels 
that is progressing apace. 

Mr. H. H. Lyttelton has eaid that the 
three supremé delights which games cap 
afford are the ‘cut stroke at tennis, when 
the striker wins chase one and two on the 
floor; the hit to square le Pe cricket off a 
half volley just outside 8; and ES 
successful drive at golf.

t | touched briefly upon the serious problems that 


are likely to arise in the future for all ap- 
proved societies as a result of the participa- 
tion of so many of their members in the great 
war, and he urged that the societies should 
bring the strongest possible pressure to bear 
on the Government in order to ensure that 
all who have been disabled in the service 
of the State should receive the pensions 
which they had so hardly earned, and so 
richly deserved. He pointed out that the 
membership of the societies constitasing the 
Conference was now nearly six millions, and 
that in respect of these there had already been 
paid in benefits since the commencement of 
the Act £8,000,000 for sickness benefit, 
£500,000 for: disablement benefit, and 
£1,600,000 for maternity benefit. 


SICKNESS BENEFITS. 


The President then dealt at some length 
with the interim report of the Departmental! 
Committee on approved society finance and 
administration. He conciaded his remarks 
witha statement of the arguments for and 
against the payment of sickness benefit by ap- 

societies, when the cause of incapacity 
is some form of venereal disease, and he sup- 
ported strongly the suggestion of the Royal 
Commission on Venereal Diseases and of the 
National Council for Combating Venereal 
Diseases that benefit should not be withheld 
in such cases.. .

I have no doubt you will all consider these 
figures, in the circumstances, as highly s#tis- 
factory, particularly when one beara in ind 
that there are many substantial items not yet 
settled with the Government, which are, 
therefore, not included in the figures of last 
year, and, in addition, we have written off 
the sum of £53,000 in respect of depreciation 
of exchanges and investments. But this item, 
it must be borne in mind, does not at the 
present moment ‘represent, a loss, } h as 
no actual loss has been incurred in exchange, 
as it has not been necessary to bring home from 
abroad the moneys which are lying at banks 
upon interest; nor has it been necessary for 
us to sell. the investments which, had they 
been realised on the 3lst December, 1915, 
would have resulted in a loss. There is every 
reason to suppose that before it will be neces- 
sary for us to bring home our moneys from 
abroad exchanges will have become normal, or 
thereabouts, and before we require to reause 
our securities it is possible that we shall 
realise not only the cost price, but, perhaps, 
a substantial profit. We have, therefore, 
every hope that the item of £55,000 will 
appear as a profit in a future account. 

Our business during the year under review 
has certainly not been normal, There is con- 
siderable work in certain parts of the world 
which we should have been doing, but which 
it hag been impossible to do in consequence of 
the war. On the other hand, we have had 
some compensation by heving many addi- 
tional orders at home and from Allied coun- 
tries. 

In particular, we have done considerable 
business with the Admiralty, and nothing 
céuld have been more agreeable than the 
relations between the company and that de- 
partment, and I am glad to say that this feel- 
ing’ is reciprocated by the high officials 
with whom we have had to deal at 
the Admiralty. They have told me how 
deeply they are indebted to us and to our 
staff and to the employés of the company 
for their consistently admirable and prompt 
work on their behalf; their wishes have 
always been met immediately and cheer- 
fully, and no trouble has seemed too great 
to supply them with exactly what they 
wan at the shortest possible notice; that 
they have been grateful for the prompt 
response to their sometimes very urgent re- 
quests for skilled operators at a moment’s 
notice, and which responses must have been 
a great service to the Empire. It has been a 
source of great gratification to me—as I am 
sure it will be to you—to know how much 
those with whom we have had to do at the 
Admiralty have appreciated otir work. We, 
the company, and you, ladies and gentlemen, 
as shareholders, are not alone in owing a 
deep debt of gratitude to Mr. Bradfield and 
to others of his staff who have been mainly 
r nsible for the carrying ont of that work.

As regards compensation, you are aware 
that we had just completed the construction 
of our Carnarvon and Towyn Stations, and 
also in America the American company had 
just erected its New Brunswick and Belmar 
tations, all of which represented a very con- 
siderable outlay, for the purpose of opening a 
direct telegraph service between Europe and 
America. Traffics during the period of the 
war have shown — considerable increase, 
and there is no doubt whatsoever that the 
business we would have done would have been 
on a very large scale, indeed, and the profit 
which we have every reason to expect we 
should have realised each year since the out- 
break of war would have, in our estimation, 
run well into five figures. We are of opinion 
that we should receive a substantial sum to 
compensate us for this loss, and we have every 
hope that the Government will appreciate the 
value which our stations and our services have 
been to the nation, and remunerate and com- 
pensate us fairly, if not generously. 

I have every hope that this is a matter 
which wil! be settled in the very early future, 
and on Monday morning last*I was glad to 
have had the ussurance of the Postmaster- 
General that these questions were receiving 
his earnest consideration, and every endeavour 
will be made to deal with them at once.

In cases where we supply the Admiralty 
with installations we, of course, make a manu- 
facturing profit in addition to the Royalty pay- 
ment; it is, therefore, fair to assume that 
where. we have not had the opportunity of 
making the manufacturing profit the Royalty 
to which we should be entitled should ‘not be 
less than in cases where it is accompanied by 
a manufacturing profit. 

The agreement which was made with the 


Admiralty in 1903 came to an end on the 3lst. 


March, 1914, and there is no single instailatiah 
in use of the Admiralty since that date which 
is not using patents which are our property, 
and in respect of which, therefore, we are not 
entitled to receive payment, except in snch 
cases as I have already mentioned where pay- 
ment has already been made. : 
We have every reason to believe that a fair 
and equitable settlement of these matters will 
made at the earliest ible moment. 

_ Under Number (3) of the report there in a 
similar claim upon the War Office. 
never had any agreement with the War Office 
in respect of the use of the company’s patents 
and up to the time of the war there had been 
some use of our patents, but not on a large 
scale. An offer was made to us in 1912, which 
was per installation than what we have 
since been receiving from the Admiralty, and 
which one did not feel justified in accepting, 
Since the war the use of the company’s patents 
has been very considerable, indeed.

reduced from six to four, and the duration o 
the contract shortened, I felt myself con- 
strained, in view of its national importance, to 
undertake to recommend my colleagues to ac- 
cept the basis proposed for the new agree- 
ment. The draft of this agreement was to be

When we met you last year, and when the 
Chairman made the statement he did on the 
uestion of the Imperial contract ón the 26th 
duly last, we were daily expecting to receive 
the draft agreement.

After 
several inquiries without result, and many 
more months of patient waiting, we realised 
that there was no alternative but to proceed 
with our claim for compensation. We, there- 
fore, took the necessary steps to this end, and 

am prevented from discussing subsequent 
matters. Whether we are able to arrive here- 
after af an agreement or not, there is every 
reason to hope that the whole matter will be 
dealt with and dispdsed of before the end of 
the year. But we are not in any sense de- 
pending upon a settlement of ghis matter to 
carry out our promise to you of a substantial 
bonus. We look to anv one of the items 
under one, two, or three of the report for 
thig purpose. As I have told you, we are of 
opinion that we ate entitled to a very large 
sum under each of these heads, and which- 
ever one of them is settled first should enable 
us to carry out our promise.
